TONE AND COMMENT. 


DUBLIN DULL. 


ithe week-end market on the Dublin Stock 
Exchange was particularly idle, and often 
dull, mainly in view of the near approach of 
the fortnightly settlement, which will begin 
early next week. The disposition of operators 
th such circumstances is usually to postpone 
the execution of orders for a few days, and 
thus have a full fortnight in front of them 
before the settlement or pay day arrives, in- 
stead of a few days if transactions are put 
through at once. The tone of Government 
National 5 p.c. Loan was harder. Bank of 
lreland Stock, quoted ex £6 interim dividend, 
recove red a couple of points, making allowance 
for the deduction. Other Bank Shares were 
easier all round. Guinness Ord. Shares 
opened on offer, and eventually lower, but 
were well supported later, and fully recovered 
lost ground. Great Southern Rails were 
owing to absence of support rather 
than sale pressure. Alliance Gas Debs. were 
om sale at a concession, but did not change 
hands, ‘Tobacco eased a few pence in view of 
the settlement. Thread Shares again had an 
improved trend, and higher prices were paid. 
Uther Textiles varied a little. but Spinners 
were bid for. Courtaulds eased a further few 
pence. There was support for Rubber Plan- 
tation Shares, and a good market may be ex- 
pected after the coming account is out of the 
way, as the technidal position is sound, de- 
spite the high present price of rubber.

Tenders: were received at the Bank of 
England for £35,000,000 in Treasury Bills 
and Bonds, but no Bonds were allotted.

French and Belgian francs were moderately 
worse again, the former at over 1051, and 
the latter at 105.15. There was also some 
depreciation in the currencies of Spain, Italy, 
Greece and Yugo-Slavia. Rather a feature 
was a movement adverse to us in the Dutch 
rate, which declined to 12.11}. Norwegian 
and Danish kroner further improved well, 
and Swedish kroner, Polish zlotys and Swiss 
francs were a trifle better, Except that 
the yen further eased 1* to Is. 8id., no 
further alteration was recorded in Eastern 
exchange rates.

CANADIAN’SATTEMPTTO

Following an attempt to join the 
National Army at Portobello Barracks, 
yesterday morning, a well-dressed young 
man, who gave his name as Bernard A. 
Rivett, of New Ship Hotel, Brighton, was 
arrested in Rathmines, Dublin, at about 
11.30 a.m., by Superintendent Ennis and 
Sergeant Cullinan, of the Detective Divi- 
sion. 

He is said to answer to the description of 
a man wanted by land Yard who was 
known to have under various aliases, 
including those of Addington Rivett, Lieut. 
Commander B. A. Rivett-Carnac, Bernard A. 
Rivett, Sir B. A. C. Rivett-Carnac, and to 
have en as a Lieutenant Commander in 
the Navy. 


He told the officers that they must have 
made a mistake, and denied that he was 
wanted in on any charge whatso- 
ever. They, however, asked him to accom- 
pany them. to College Street Police Station, 
where he frankly confessed knowledge of the 
» and related a most extraordinary

he young man, who is slimly built, tall 
an well-dressed, told a romantic story of 


his career. 
BORN IN CANADA, 

He stated that he was the son of an ex- 
ee beim of Police in the West Indies, and 

been born in Toronto, Canada. He had 
been: educated in the best public schools in 
England, and spent part of his life in the 
West Indies, Peru, Canada, and England. 
He gave the police his age as twenty-three 
years, and claimed friendship with some of 
the leading personages of English society. 
Tle Duke of Leinster, he said, was a per- 
sonal friend of his. 
'n his possession was found a notebook 
containiry the na@mes and addresses of 
several well-known members of the peerage 
and of a member of a Royal House in 
Europe. 
He stated to the police that, having 
acquired a large fortune of £40,000 quite 
recently, he lost it all through the failure 
of some rum-runfing expeditions he and 
friends had ised to America. 

YACHTS CONFISCATED. 

Two steam yachts in which he had a 
partnership been confiscated in these ex- 
peditions, including their whole cargos. 
One of them had been sold a short time ago 
by the Dover High Court. 
In recounting his movements since he made 
for Ireland, he said that on Tuesday night 
he left Dover for Holyhead, from where he 
crossed to Kingstown by the night mail boat. 
Arriving in Dublin .on Wednesday morning, 
with very little ready cash, he wandered 
about the city rg gsm all day. On Wed- 
nesday night he had stayed at a cheap hotel 
in North Wall district. 
The following day he went to Portobello 
Barracks to enlist in the National Army, as, 
he explained, a college chum in the West 
Indies had told him that if he joined the 
National Army of the Free State he would 
be sure of rapid promotion and attain a high 
rank in a few years. He had been requested 
by the Army authorities to call back at 10.30 
o clock the next morning. 
Having no money, he said that he had 
to walk the streets all Thursday and Thurs- 
da~ night without food. During Thursday 
night he slept for a few hours on the docks 
at the North Wall, 
. him on his arrest was found only 6}d. 
in coins; the notebook, a handkerchief, with 
the name D. Aldridge on it, and a pair of 
tortoiseshell glasses. 
He is being detained in College Street 
Police Station pending communication from 
Scotland Yard as to what action is to be 
taken in his case.

Sir Nevile Wilkinson, the creator of the 
Palace, has devised a great deal of fairy lore 
in connection with this beautiful work of art; 
and the public has become aware of the 

neral conception, and some of the details, 

rough his lectures and books. The notion 
is that the Queen of the Fairies, finding that 
children in modern times were unaware of 
her habitation in the Fairyland of mossy 
dells, commissioned Sir Nevile to build her a 
Palace that would be actual and visible. Sir 
Nevile made his designs many years ago; 
and, th the execution of them is not 
quite complete, the decoration and furnish- 
ing of the Palace is now at such a'stage as‘ 
to afford delight to the beholder for many 
hours, if it were possible to spend so long in 
inspection of its many treasures. 

DUBLIN CABINET MAKING. 

The Palace is mounted on a stand, so that 
it is at a height that suits children best. 
The grown-up person must bend down to see 
the beautiful ceiling, The structure of the 
Palace is a fine example of Dublin cabinet- 

ing work. The apartments, it should be 
explained, are ranged on the four sides of a 
central court; and, when the onter walls are 
removed, the spectator in walking round the 
stand can seé into every room. Sir Nevile 
Wilkinson and his assistants have been work- 
ing hard to get the Palace into order since 
the arrival fast Thursday morning of the 
sectional cases in which it was packed; and 
when an /rish Times representative visited 
the exhibition, gallery yesterday evening, 
some of the timy treasures belonging to 
Titania and Oberon and the Royal Family of 
Fairyland were still being unwrapped and set 
in their places. During the day an interest- 
ing addition had been made to the equipment 
of the Palace—a beautiful stained glass win- 
dow for the chapel. The ceiling of the Fairy 
Queen's bedroom, on which Sir Nevile has 
been at work for many months, has not been 
put in yet; but it is to be seen in the window 
of Messrs. Harris and Sinclair's shop in 
Nassau street. 

PALACE DESCRIBED. 

The Palace is a two-stotey building, but 
the principal apartments go to the full height. 
The visitor should start at the Hall of the 
Guilds, where the decoration is Florentine. 
Next, to the right, is the Hall of the Fairy 
Kiss, which is the chancery of Queen 
Titania’s Order. The walls are of gold 
mosaic, with a marble dado; and the floor is 
composed of two thousand pieces of inlay. 
In Titania’s chapel the central feature is the 
beautiful reredos; before wihch stand exqui- 
site. models of the Cross of Cong and the 
Ardagh Chalice. 

Coming now to the private apartments, 
there are the Queen's boudoir and over it the 
night nursery; the Royal dining room and 
over it the day nursery (crowded with tiny 
toys); the morning room and over it the 
bathroom; and beyond the private entrance, 
with its staircases and landings, there are the 
King’s study and over it the King’s dressing 
room. 

Finally, the Throne Room, which is in- 
tended to be the most splendid of the State 
apartments, is reached. Among the details 
here one notes the frieze, four inches deep, 
in. the style of old Byzantine mosaics found 
at Ravenna and other Italian towns. The 
work here is so minute that it took Sir Nevile 
a day to complete three-quarters of an inch; 
and he has now done five inches. 

“ TINY CRAFT." 

The visitor's attention is divided between 
the miniature beauties of the structural 
design and decoration, and the separate inte- 
rest of the many tiny objects with which the 
Palace is furnish and beautified. For 
thirty years Sir Nevile Wilkinson has been col- 
lecting these examples of what he calls ‘‘ tiny- 
craft,’’ which are of periods from probab 
two thousand years before Christ to the pre- 
sent day, the makers of certain articles such 
as motor cars, fire extinguishers, and foun- 
tain pens having presented tiny models of 
their wares. The examples of “ tinycraft "’ 
represent a wide diversity in space as. well as 
in time. There is a little gold bow! that was 
in the loot of Mandalay. e majority, per- 
haps, of these little articles belong to Italy 
and the Renaissance. Many, it is thought, 
were nothing else than travellers’ samples, 
created to illustrate th» work of the Italian 
craftsmen of the period. 

The scale of the Palace and its contents is 
an inch to a foot.

CORK CHAMBER’S COMPLAINT. 


At the monthly meeting of the Council of 
the Cork Incorporated Chamber of Commerce 
and Shipping the following resolution regard- 
ing through railway rates was unanimously 

opted :—'' That as efforts now being made 
by the Great Southern Railways Company to 
deprive Cork port of advantages it has en- 
joyed for years in differential through rates 

tween certain stations on their system and 
stations in England and Wales by attempting 
to make certain through rates equally opera- 
tive between all routes, viz., Dublin, lare 
or Cork, are a distinct violation of all under- 
takings by Statute and agreement, and are 
likely to injure the port of Cork by deprivin 
it of its geographical position as said, 
by the Fishguard and Rosslare Railways and 
urs Acts of 1898 and 1899, and particu- 
larly by Great Southern and Western and 
Waterford, Limerick and Western Railway 
Companies Amalgamation Act of 1900, 

We respectfully ask the Ministry of In. 
dustry and Commerce (1) not to sanction the 
company’s through rate proposals between 
stations on the Cork and Macroom section and 
stations in England and Wales, and (2) -to 
protect Cork port interests, having regard to 
its geographical position, by securing that 
such through rates shall provide (as the 
through rates in operation for years past from 
stations on the Cork and Bandon section and 
other sections do) for a differential rate by 
direct steamer route from Cork under any 
through rates which would be put into opera- 
tion via Dublin or Rosslare.’’

YET.

CLAIMS OF ATHY. 


M. LIPPENS'S TOUR OF 
INSPECTION. 


. 


O site has been chosen yet for a beet 
sugar factory in the Irish Free State. 
During the past week M. Lippens, head 
of the Belgian firm, who will receive a 
subsidy from the Government in order to 
establish a factory, has inspected sites in 
Counties Kildare, Tipperary, Cork and 
elsewhere, but no decision has been 
reached. 

There is a strong possibility that the 
site ultimately decided upon will be in 
the. Barrow Valley. Carlow and Athy 
have been mentioned as likely places. 

There are so many factors to be con- 
sidered that the company must move very 
cautiously. A hasty or ill-considered 
decision on the question of the site might 
endanger the whole scheme, and mean a 
set-back to sugar beet growing in Ireland 


for a generation or two. 
ATHY'S INTEREST. 

The farmers in the Athy district have 
shown keen interest in the proposal. They 
claim to be the pioneers of the Irish sugar 
beet movement and to have * twelve 
months ahead of North Cork. They actually 
held a show last yéar With a class for sugar | 
beet roots, at which were forty exhibits, An 
analysis of some of the beet exhibited gave 
a return of 18 per cent. of sugar in the roots 
over 21 per cent in its juice, and showe 
a 944 per cent. purity of juices. 

Athy is leas than twenty miles distant from 
Mountmellick, a town of very similar situa- 
tion, where the works.of. the Irish Beet-root 
Suger Company, an enterprise of some 
seventy-five years ago, were situated, ‘The 

r of that company was described in 
fas) ae “pregnant with promise of results 
most important in the industrial resources of 
Ireland’’; and the enterprise was said to be 
one that “ seems peculiarly adapted to Ire- 
land, and likely to be largely remunerative 
to all who embark in it with adequate means, 
and a determination to give the undertaking 
a full and complete trial.” 

A SUCCESS. 

Sir Robert Kane at that time was examin- 

ing the whole subject carefully, and reported 


are due to arrive any day.

Roads and Men. 


The City of London has a day popula- 
tion some thirty-two times as large as its 
night population. By-day nearly 440,000 
persons throng the City; at night it 
shelters only some 14,000 souls. Tlie City 
of Westminster receives a daily accession 
of nearly a quarter of a million people 
to its nocturnal population. These facts 
are revealed by. a census of .work-places 
which has been taken in England and 
Wales—the first of its kind. Here, 
the first time, the monstrous human tide 
is traced in its daily ebb and flow. In 
Ireland no such statistics are available, 
but it would .be interesting to discover 
what is the measure of the daily influx to 
Dublin from the suburbs. It may be that 
the figures would ptove surprising. The 
tramcars and the trains are more densely 
thronged than ever, and they are supple- 
mented by a large fleet of public and 
private motor vehicles, indicating a big 
growth in the bulk of quotidian city-goers. 
Throughout the country the Irish popula- 
tion ‘is becoming mobile. The Registrar- 
General estimates the present population 
of the Irish Free State to be. 3,163,000 
souls. Both birth-rate and death-rate in 
the Free State are lower than in Northern 
Ireland, where these rates ate “higher 
than in any other part of the British 
Islands. The Free State death-rate is 
falling, but it is still higher than the 
rates in England, Scotland and Wales.

‘Motoring: to-day is 
unduly expensive in the Free State owing 
to heavy cost of upkeep and undue in- 
cidence of taxation. A solution roughly 
in accord with that advocated by motorists 
themselves is recommended by the Depart- 
ment of Local Government’s sub-committee 
on the taxation of road vehicles, which 
has just issued an. interim report. The 
committee suggests that the annual ‘tax 
on vehicles should be reduced by one-half, 
while petrol consumed should be taxed 4d. 
per gallon. Heavy vehicles which teat up 
the roads consume large guantities of 
petrol, and thus would be made to bear 
their due proportion of taxation. Light 
cars, which consume little petrol and exert

mittee also recommends the limitation of 
mazimum loads to nine tons—a much 
needed regulation. . 

' To-day many a would-be motorist is 
deterred. from buying a car by the tax of 
about. £20 which he must pay whether he 
uses the vehicle much or little. If this 
impost were hglved or abolished, the pur- 
chaser would travel as much or as little 
as he could afford, and in petrol duty 
would pay taxes in proportion.) The 
principle of a petrol duty was rejected in 
England on the ground that alternative 
fuels would be devised in order to. evade 
the tax ; but this objection would not hold 
good in our own small country, where the 
quantity of alternative fuel consumed 
would not reward the manufacturers. The 
proposed tax of fourpence per gallon will 
be considered too high by some; but many 
others would be willing to pay an even 
higher duty if they knew that the moneys 
received were expended on thoroughgoing 
road improvement. At present the Irish 
motorist has a restricted variety of routes 
on which to pursue enjoyment. From 
Dublin there is one excellent road passing 
through the Glen of the Downs to Rathnew. 
Every week-end a succession of cars runs 
along this highway at the rate of about 
ten a minute. If the other roads into 
““the Garden of. Ireland ’’ were in equally 
good condition, much of this traffic would 
be diverted, to the greater pleasure of all 
concerned. At the same time, very few 
cars go Northward from Dublin. Hotel- 
keepers and others interested in attracting 
visitors to the beauty spots of North 
County Dublin must have lost a- vast 
‘amount of business this year owing to the 
state of the - Malahide road. Every 
motorist would gladly pay a little more for 
his petrol if his range of. pleasant 
travelling were increased. 


The Farmer’s Remedy. 

Everybody: + -recegnises:: the ~ farmer's 
peculiar difficulties, but his latest claim— 
to be indemmified against loss by the State 
—is, at least, highly controversial. Agri- 
culturists are, of all people, the least fitted 
to complain that they suffer from neglect. 
The farmers receive more assistance from 
both individuals and the State than is 
given to any other industry; yet they are 
not satisfied. The Free State Government 
offered to help farmers who have lost stock 
as the result of the recent epidemic of 
fluke. What was the result? Mr. M. 
Egan, at the meeting of the National 
Executive of the Irish Farmers’ Union, 
condemned the offer as useless because it 
would not cover the whole of the loss. 
Apparently, half a loaf is no longer better 
than no bread. Men in other industries— 
as, for example, the linen manufacturers 
of Belfast—occasionally suffer heavy losses, 
which are due to circumstances entirely 
outside their control; but one has yet to 
hear of any demand that the State should 
recoup them in full. We may admit that 
farming in the United Kingdom is at the 
present moment neither a “ paying pro- 
position’’ nor in a happy state. The 
report of the Agricultural Tribunal says 
that less food is being produced in these 
islands now than was the case fifty years 
ago. What is the remedy? It was 
thought at first that Parliament was the 
royal road ‘to the millennium, and the 
farmers consequently entered politics. 
They have failed, as Lord Ernle points out 
in his recent book, ‘‘ The Land and its 
People,” not so much through any 
organised opposition as on account of the 
difficulty of .forming an agricultural 
policy. It is being found every day that 
State aid is a palliative rather than a cure 
and is very strictly limited in its applica- 
tion. Yet, though farming does not pay 
in the United Kingdom, it does pay in at 
least one European country—Denmark. 
We are especially pleased, therefore, to 
note that the. Irish Farmers’ Union pro- 
poses to send a party of farmers to that 
country in the coming autumn. Their 
visit, unfortunately, is to be limited to the 
very short period of ten days; but, if these 
are wisely spent and a close study is made 
of Danish methods and conditions, the 
gain to this country ought to be incal- 
culable. Mr. Meakin, in “ Where Farm- 
ing Pays and Why,” states that the secret 
of Danish success is te be found nn: ' eos 
operation and education, the adaptation of 
the best business methods to the industry, 
the elimination of waste and ‘ profiteer- 
ing,’ and the application of the results of 
scientific research.” Here, then, is the 
remedy. With the exception of education 
—in 1923 the Danish Government spent 
no less than one-fifth of its total income 
on its schools and colleges, agricultural] 
research and education, and grants to other 
agricultural institutions, in addition to the 
contributions of local authorities—the 
remedy. lies in the farmer’s own hands. 
It is the old, old proposition propounded 
by AMsop—unite and stand or divide and 
fall.

The State of China. 


A careful summary.of the Chinese 
situation, political and economic, was con- 
tributed yesterday to The fimes by 
its Peking Correspondent. He begins 
with a fairly reassuring statement 
about the immediate safety of foreigners 
in China. .At the ports they are 
under the protection of Western garrisons 
and warships. In the interior they 
are, indeed, at the mercy of the mob 
if serious disorders should occur; but 
hitherto the Chinese authorities, and the 
troops uncer their control, have been 
willing and able to keep the populace well 
in hand. The Correspondent says that, 
“for the time being, except in the interior, 
foreigners ; “e not anxious for their safety ; 
but théy do feel, if agitation against them 
is allowed to continue much longer, that 
the danger point is not far off.’ Of course, 
any general movement which should compel 
foreigners to retire to the coast would have 
disastrous results for property. 
ways would fall under purely Chinese con- 
trol, and coal-mines and factories would be 
derelict. The central Government is help- 
less, and the potential forces of peace and 
order are in the hands of two war lords. 
Chang Tso-lin is supreme in Manchuria, 
is supported by Japan, and, being a 
staunch conservative,~ has no sympathy 
with the Kuomintang and _ Bolshevist 
‘agitators. ‘Feng Yu-hsiang, his: rival, has 
a well disciplined army, supports the 
madent, ‘movement ‘and is thought to: be 
in close touch with Moscow. The student 
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thousand young men who, Me returned” 
‘from ‘Japan, Europe and America, find 


themselves without positions or employ- 
ment. The vast majority of the Chinese 
people has a mild racial feeling against 
foreigners, but is well aware that foreign 
money and direction are essential to the 
country’s welfare. These are the main 
elements in ths national situation. China 
is a welter of confused ideas and personal 
jealousies; but, in the Correspondent's 
view, foreign. prestige, though it has de- 
preciated, still counts for much. He is 
convinced that, if order is to be restored 
out of chaos, the Western Powers must 
act quickly, firmly. and in concert. Under 
such pressure, but not otherwise, the 
Chinese authorities will put a speedy end 
to agitation. 


Beggars. 


The Civic Guard is one of the Free 
State's most successful foundations. These 
smart, well-disciplined and well-mannered 
young men have won the respect of citizen 
and stranger alike; and it may be said 
that “even their failings lean to virtue's 
side.’’ Is it, perhaps, to one such virtuous 
failing in some of them—an excess of the 
spirit of human kindness—that we owe 
the revival of a once notorious nuisance? 
During recent months there has been a 
marked increase of the practice of street- 
begging in the Free State. We have re 
ceived complaints from 
resorts in the South-Eastern and Southern 
counties, where professional beggars seem 
to have descended in swarms. In Dublin 
the tribe has returned after a welcome 
absence. People are pestered by beggars 
in the city thoroughfares. There is hardly 
a road in the suburbs where one or two 
beggars have not established “ beats.’’ 
Under the pretence, as a rule, of selling 
flowers, they pursue pedestrians—often for 
a course of fifty yards—and many of them 
will not “ take ‘No’ for an answer.’’ 
This sort of pers- ution is a real trial 
to busy or nervous people, and, as we 
have no doubt, makes a very bad ‘impres- 
sion’ on English and American visitors. 
A profusion of beggars does not accord 
with the dignity of a capital city which 
in many respects has been beautified and 
improved under our new civic régime, 
Even in Naples, where the lazzaroni were 
traditional sincé Roman times, modern 
ideas have made a,cleatance.of, the pro- 
fessionally maimed and halt... Beggars, as 
a national institution, suggest national 
shiftlessness, squalor and laxity—things 
which ought not to be associated with an 
era of progress. We hope that the 
police will be instructed to abolish this 
nvisance before it becomes rooted in the 
soil,

SUMMER TIME BILL. 


COMPROMISE ON THIRD 


READING. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

Summer time is now fixed by Act of Par- 
liament, and for the future there will be an 
extension of one hour’s daylight from the 
third Saturday in April to the first Saturday 
in October. The period now settled, after a 
great deal of discussion, between the two 
sets of extremists is the result of something 
in the nature of a compromise. The bill 
itself is virtually a one-clause measure, and 
the amendments to it were. confined within 
the narrow limit of the dates to be fixed. 

Sir Henry Cautley, who represents a Sussex 
agricultural constituency, did not dispute that 
there was a consensus of opinion as to the 
value of summer time, and the only real 
question at issue was when it should begin 
and end. This was a matter on which there 
should be some give and take, and he pro- 
posed to amend the bill by defining summer 
time as the period between the third Satur- 
day in April and the third Saturday in Sep: 
tember. It was during the course of the 
debate that the dates finally decided upon 
were put forward as a reasonable offer, which 
would put an end to all controversy. ‘Sir 
Henry asked leave to withdraw his own 
amendment, but objection to this course was 
taken, and it was only after a speech from 
the Prime Minister that the amendment was 
rejected by 204 votes to 68 in favour of a 
proposal by Sir Robert Sanders to exclude 
the first fortnight in April from the bill, 
and extend summer time at the other end of 
the period. 

There was really nothing uew in the argu- 
ments, which have been heard time after 
time since summer time became an institu- 
tion; but Captain MacAndrew, the Con- 
servative member for Kilmarnock, appealed to 
the House to consider the plight of thé dis- 
tressed  agriculturalists. It was then that 
the Prime Minister intervened. All his 
natural $ympathies were with the six-o’clock- 
in-the-morning man, but, as a practical polli- 
tician, he felt that it was impossible to 
disregard the trend of public opinion, and he 
sal the opponents of the bill to agree with 
the enemy while he was still in the way. If 
the struggle were continued, said Mr, “Bald- 
wih, the only ‘result’ would be a bill next 
year, by wHich the opponents of an ‘extended 
summer time would lose everything He 
could certainly do something to prevent that, 
but, in the ‘long run, he could not stand 
permanently against the general opinion. 

* AGRICULTURAL VIEW. 

Two Scottish members—Sir H. Hope and 
Sir A. Sinclair—contended that the bill would 
seriously prejudice the interests of agri- 
cultural work ón the bordér’ The member 
for Caithness said that the bill made all 
the difference between possible’ suctess and 
certain disaster to Scottish agriculture, and 
it was not right for the Prime Minister to 
lecture them as though they were standing 
out against all compromise. 

Commander Rawson declared that the agri- 
cultural opposition was greatly exaggerated. 
Agriculturists never had agreed, and never 
would agree. » The opposition, he said, amid 
laughter, was a small one, organised on a 
large scale.. Some of the . objections’ to 
Summer Time were ridiculous. He had re- 
ceived a letter from a lady who stated : “ I am 
the mother of nine, the last stillborn, owing 
to Summer Time.” This showed what far- 
reaching effects legislation had. 

The beneficial effects of Summer Time, from 
a medical point ‘of view, were put before the 
House by br. Little, the Independent: member 
for London University, and then Sir Robert | 
Sanders’s announcement making Summer 


Time permanent from the third Saturday in 


April to the first Saturday in October was 
accepted. 

On the motion for the third reading, Mr. 
Sexton hoped that the instructions about 
Summer Time wo be such as could be 
easily understood. In his own domestic circle, 
his girls religiously sat: up until 2 a.m. in 
order to put the clock right. The Home 
Secretary promised to give the matter his 
careful consideration, and the third reading 
was agreed to without a division.

LONDON LETTER. 


THE MINING SITUATION.

The coal situation remains most un- 
promising, and, although both owners and 
miners were considering the position 
day, there was no apparent inclination to 
make a.move towards re-opening negotia- 
tions. There was another meeting of the 
Cabinet to-day, but that body is unable to 
do anything likely to help in the present 
deadlock, since nothing can be done until 
the parties are brought together without 
conditions on either side. Mr: Bridgeman 
is still trying to bring about such a meet- 
ing, and there is still a belief in politica! 
circles that he will succeed. The great 
thing is that he has: not been told by 
either side that his efforts are not desired. 
The miners’ leaders have returned to 
London following the conference at Scar- 
borough, and consequently all the parties 
to the dispute are within easy reach of the 
peacemaker. 

Quite a goodly company assembled this 
morning in the Hall of the Institute of 
Civil Engineers, Great George street, West- 
minster, when the court of inquiry into the 
coal dispute held its meeting. Mr. Evan 
Williams, the chairman of the coalowners, 
was present to put his side of the case. 
but not a single leader of the miners 
attended. No time was wasted: for the 
members of the court took their seats to 
the moment, and the chairman at once 
proceeded to read a statement to be sent 
to the Miners’ Federation explaining the 
position of the court and inviting the 
miners to attend its meeting next Monday. 
This the miners refuse to do. Mr. A. J. 
Cook stated this afternoon that they had 
no intention of attending any Government 
inquiry in connection with the disput 
The court, however, will meet on Mondar 
and proceed to take evidence from the coa] 
owners. 


No General Strike. 


The extremists who were hoping that 
general strike might be brought about if 
the miners are unable to come to terms 
with the coalowners are likely to be dis 
appointed.

hepa is the best scheme for electing 
a Senate? On this question there 
will be much discussion in the ensuing 
months. It was much discussed when the 
Constitution was framed. One by one the 
Upper Chambers of the world were exa- 
mined ; their virtues and weaknesses were 
set out; and Irishmen framing a Consti- 
tution for Ireland decided upon a novel 
and a bold-proposal. Their decision was 
made when the current of thought was in 
favour of democracy ; at present there is a 
reaction against democracy. We must 
beware lest the reaction carry us beyond 


what is useful and wise. 
A BOLD SCH ME. 

In September next Irish men and women 
of the Free Sta will be called upon 
to vote the scheme. adopted. 
Practical politics requires that a nation 
should handle to the best of its ability 
any situation which may arite. It will help 
if, without committing ourselves to the 
scheme, we mark its good points; if we inter- 
pret so far as possible the minds of some of 
those Irishmen who, engaged in working out 
‘one of the most difficult problems in 
constitution-framing, chose the present 
scheme. 

The Senate; it was decided, ought to have 
direct touch with the people; for no 
nominated Senate had ever given satisfaction. 
That decision taken, the more experienced 
citizens, those. over the age of thirty, were 
‘entrusted with the task of electing the Senate. 
Fancy franchises were rejected in favour of 
this broad principle—that citizens over thirty, 
as having more experience of life, were given 
an additional voice in governing the State. 

Another distinction was made between the 
Dail and the Senate. Instead of having the 
same constituencies as for the Dail, the 
nation as a whole is to be engaged as one 
electing the Senate. No 
country had previously adopted so hold a 
scheme. As originally — the Senate 
was to consist of forty members, of whom ten 
were to be elected at a time. The panel of 
candidates would have been, of course, cor- 
respondingly smaller. Demands were made 
for the eniargement of the Senate so that it 
might be made more fully representative. The 
number finally chosen was sixty, to be re- 
newed fifteen at a time. Owing to casual 
vacancies the actual number to be elected on 
this occasion is nineteen. 

A PARTIAL FAILURE. 

In order to limit the number of nominations 
the privilege of selecting candidates (apart 
from retiring. members). was entrusted to 
members of the Dail and Senate. They were 
asked to choose candidates who had rendered 
service to the nation. In this respect there 
has been disappointment. It is felt that the 
selectors have fallen short of the full measure 
of their responsibility, that they have not 
given the lead to the nation that was expected 
of them. This partial failure should be ex- 
plored in any proposals for revision. ' 

Few Parliaments oí Governments, possibly 
none, have used the privilege of nomination 
in the spirit contemplated when national con- 
stitutions were drawn up. Life Senators in 
Canada have usually been party nominees. 
It was recently complained in South Africa 
that Provincial Councils entrusted with the 
election. of Senators did not see beyond Pro- 
vincial Councillors. 

We have, perhaps, the right to assume that 
Parliaments will learn to use special privileges 
in a national spirit, but so far the records 
show that the specie! privileges which a 
system of indirect election confers upon par- 
ticular persons or bodies are not always used 
in the manner anticimated, 

HOW TO VOTE. 

The practical outcome is that the country ts 
confronted with the list. as drawn up. by 
Parliament. It is a list of seventy-six names, 
and immediately the cry has gone up that the 
task given to the electors is an impossible 
one. Much of this criticism is probably due 
tó a misunderstanding. It has been assumed 
that the electors. must know the relative 
merits of all the seventy-six candidates before 
they can vote intelligently and effectively. 

» It would. perhaps, have been well if more 
of those chosen had been national! figures; 
but with the list as chosen there are—to take 
the lowest ground—some who are more 
worthy thay others to fill a place in the 
Senate, while manv would confer distinction 
upon any Senate. It is possible to get a good 
result, and to secure that result it is not 
necessary for the electors to know all the 
seventy-six candidates. This point should be 
emphasised again and again 

It would be folly if the ordinary elector 
attempted to number all. If he knows but one 
of the candidates and votes by placing: the 
figure 1 against his name. he may play an 
effective part in the election, as effective a 
part as others if his candidate be elected. 
herefore, let no one stay away from the poll 
who regards any one of the candidates as 
worthy of a seat in the Senate. If an elector 
knows but five of the candidates, let him 
again have no hesitation in voting. His ballot 
paper will almost assuredly play an effective 
part. If the elector knows twelve candidates 
and can distinguish between twelve only, let 
him vote and disregard the others, He may 
rest assured that other voters will know other 


candidates. 
THE WISEST WAY. 
At the same time, the electcr who knows 
many candidates should not limit his prefer- 
ences unduly. The wise elector should go 
through the list before polling day, choose 
the candidates he knows and vote for them, 
leaving the rest alone. ! 
The scheme confers great privileges upon 
the elector who cares to use them. He will 
find grea. interest in his task; for what is 
the wisest way to carry-out the spirit of the 
election? Let. the elector examine and talk 
about the list with his friends; let him make 
a list of those that deserve special honour, 
men worthy to represent all Ireland. Many 
or few. pick them out. The elector may then 
say: “I have done my duty to Ireland. 
There are other candidates, and, as I am in- 
terested in Munster, or Connaught, or 
Leinster, or Ulster, as the case may be, I 
will select those from my Province whom I 
Know, 
There mav be other grounds for selection, 
but if the electors, on this first occasion, use 
their powers only moderately well, it may 
have important consequences. I]t may assist 
in developing among the electors the capacity 
to choose; it may help the capacity for choice 
when the nation is next confronted with an 
election to the Dail. . 
THE BALLOT PAPER. 
The counting of the votes in the election 
of Senate candidates proceeded smoothly, with 
certainty and with expedition. The counting 
of the votes of the nation, large as the task 
may be, will, there is no doubt, he carried 
through perfectly and with such expedition 
as can reasonably be expected. There is no 
need to know the result immediately after the 
poll. Whilst the counting of the votes will 
be amply provided for, there rests upon Parlia- 
ment and upon the Government the obvious 
duty of assisting the elector so that he may 
fulfil his task during this electicn. 
There will bea ballot paper of seventy-six 
names, arranged in four columns. The public 
ought to know the form that this ballot 
paper will take, in what space the names are 
to be found, so that, having gone th

HE account of shooting prospects in 
County Clare, as given in a letter 
which we published yesterday, from a 
resident of that county, is likely to be 
echoed from other areas in the Irish Free 
State. Game has been slaughtered, in 
season and out of season, for some years 
past, this correspondent wrote, by persons 
who had not even a gun permit, much less 
a game licence. “ Partridges are now 
absolutely extinct here, and pheasants are 
all but extinct."’ Duck are being shot out 
of season. Checks and penalties are not 
being imposed strictly enough. Sports- 
men will be disappointed. 

Although such complants are heard in 
various districts, an /rish Times representa- 
tive gathered, as the result of inquiries made 
yesterday, that they cannot be taken as re- 
presenting the situation in the country as a 
whole. Conditions differ so much that no 
eneral statement can be made; but the fol- 
owing represents opinion froma good 
authority. 

We are in a transition state as regards 
— preservation. There are good grounds 
or expecting improvement, and, in the mean- 
time, some lands where preservation has been 
really kept up offer good prospects for the 
coming season. Improvement could be ex- 
edit by revised islation, and a bill 
as been drafted which, if it is passed in 
the terms that are desired, will put game- 
preservation law in a more satisfactory state 
than ever it was. That, however, is a 
matter for the future. For. the present, 
vigorous administration of existing law can 
eM greatly, and it is gathered that land- 
holders and sportsmen in most districts are 
not disposed to accuse the police authorities 
of apathy. 

It has taken the new police force longer in 
some districts than in others to overcome 
laxity im the observance of the law con- 
cerning the use of, firearms; but, there has 
been no deliberate neglect of control 
measures in which sportsmen aré interested: 
Offenders have been brought to account, and 
pénalties have been nmposed. The Secretary 
of the Irish Game Protection Association has 
stated, publicly that the Association had 
found the District Justices to be a great im- 
provement, from its point of view, on the 
magistrates of the past. 

CONDITIONS IMPROVING. 

Apart front’ lawless destruction of game, 
neglect on some estates to maintain preserva- 
tion measures during the “ troubled’ years 
reduced the value of shootings. That, again, 
is a condition which is being mended with 
the return of members of the gentry class, 
and the recognition, by agents and other 
residents, that there is again a chance of 
sport being sought in Ireland. On the other 
hand, there are estates where, owing to the 
strict taking-up of firearms by the’ authori- 
ties during the war and afterwards, game 
has increased enormously in woods nol on 
moors, and one particular instance was 
mentioned of a fine stock of partridge avail- 
able now. 

An important factor for the future is the 
greater interest of the small farmer in the 
maintenance of the sporting value of lands. 
The Land Act of 1 is said to be working 
favourably to that end; and there are other 
factors. A body called the National Game 
Protection Association, which is considering 
a proposal to amalgamate with the older 
Association (which represented in the past 
chiefly the landowning gentry) was stated 
by its President, at a meeting last week, to 
consist of a number of small-holders of land, 
“all keen for the protection of game.”’ 

The originator of the Association, Mr. 


similar testimony, saying that the farmers, 
who now recognised that they had equal 
rights in sport, realised that they should 
protect the sports of coursing and shooting, 
and keep them clean. In all County Dublin 
he had not heard of a single farmer who 
would refuse to help the Civie Guard in 
putting down the illegal destruction of game. 

Another point to be set against gloomy 
accounts of the game stocks is the fact that, 
even in normal years, before the war, one 
heard complaints regularly, year after year, 
that things were not as they used to be, or 
ought to be. Remembrance of that old 
repetition tends to discount new grumbles, 
and, incidentally, adds to the difficulty of 
framing any summary of the situation that 
could be taken as true of the country and 
the season as a whole. 


PRESERVING GAME IN 
THE NORTH. 


NEW SOCIETY’S USEFUL WORK 
(From Ovr BELFAST CORRESPONDENT. ) 
The movemént inaugurated in Northern 

Ireland for the better preservation of game 

has been very successful, although the So- 

ciety has not yet got beyond the stage of 
preliminary organisation, During recent years 
but little game has been reared artificially in 

Northern Ireland owing, no doubt, to the 

heavy expense which it involves, and as the 

result of a succession of unfavourable seasons 
the wild stock has been almost exterminated. 

The ruthless destruction of game and the 
non-observance of a proper. and. uniform 
veriod of ' close seasons’ throughout the 

orth of Ireland has taken a further heavy 

toll of the already diminished game stocks, 
How great a loss this means to farmers and 
uther landholders was shown in a statement 
made by Sir James Craig at Armagh before 
the last election. Sir James then said that if 
the game rights in the North were duly fos- 
tere] they would be worth at least a million 
pounds a. Vear, 

Scotland had led the way in making óther- 
“ise useless moors a valuable asset. The 
Scottish. income tax on game rights amounts 
to £50,000 per annum. There was a time 
when one could rent a Scottish game moor 
for a few hurdred pounds a season. Now. 
however, owing te the competition of rich 
Americans and others, as much as eight or 
nure times the amount of the old rent is 
charged for certain moors. 

“ A GOOD MIXED BAG.” 

Although Northern Ireland cannot~give the 
sportsman the great advantage that: awaits 
him in the Scottish Highlands it yet can pro- 
mise him “a good mixed bag.” The 
Northern Society—now known as “ The Wild 
Fowl, Fish, and other Game Protection So- 
city "’—has done much to rouse farmers and 
ethers to the importance of preserving the 
game upon their lands. In several districts 
that lie near to moors the farmers have com- 
bined: vo form large shootings of 1,000 acres 
or so. These shootings have been let ‘with 
profit, and will me níore valuable as the 
game stock increases from year to year. It is 
to the interest ot these farmers that the game 
should be protecied during close seasons. 
and they take good care to prevent poaching. 
The majority of the farmers in Northern Ire- 
iand now are in favour of game preservation, 
and as a result of the new Society’s interview 
with the Farmers’ Union that bedy has ap- 
pointed a sub-committee to consider the 
whole subject with a-view to giving it prac- 
tical support. In many districts in the North 
of Ireland there are grouse mountains, and 
these would become doubly valuable if there 
vere pheasant and i coverts on ad-

A STORMY HALF AN HOUR. 

Although the Court adjourned less than 
half an hour after the sitting began, it 
was a stormy session.

* | SUDDEN -ENDING EXPECTED. 

According to some of the opinions heard 
in the court-room, the case might end quite 
abruptly early next. week. 

Judge Raulston, in sustaining the thesis 
of the prosecution that the real offence 
provided against in the Act is to teach that 
‘man is descended from the lower order, 
held that the second clause of the Act 
merely clarified the intention of the Legis- 
lature expressed in the first clause. 

This broad interpretation, said the 
Judge, nullified the plea of the deience 
that an attempt to reconcile the Bible 
‘and the theory of evolution was relevant 
to this trial; that the two clauses were 
independent and required expert elucida- 
tion, and that the violation of both clauses 
must be proved to prove the offence.

WARSAW STREET SCENE. 
WARSAW, Friday. 

There were exciting scenes in one of the 
most central and busiest parts of Warsaw 
to-day when the police attempted to capture 
three Communists. Two Secret Service men 
stopped three suspicious-looking individuals, 
and asked them for their identification docu- 
ments. The officers were at once fired on with 
revolvers, and one of them fell mortally 
wounded. 

The Communists then ran in several direc- 
tions, One of them was wounded and caught, 
while the other two, who had jumped into a 
taxicab, were captured after a chase. All 
three men, four policemen, and at least three 
passers-by were seriously wounded. One of 
the last-named has since died. 

When captured the men admitted that they 
were Communists, and intended to kill an 
agent provocateur, One of them was recently 
released from jail after serving a two-years- 
sentence for Communist activities.

The same telegram that reports General 
Naulin's. departure from Paris. for 
Morocco to assume the chief command of 
the French forces there, announces that 
Marshal Pétain also has gone to the seat 
of war.

VIEWS ON SITUATION. 
: PARIS, Friday. 

General Naulin, fhe new Combiander-in- 
Chief, left, Paris for Marseillea this evening, 
whence he will embark for Casablanca, arriv- 
ing at that port on Tuesday next. The 
sudden despatch of Marsbal Pétain to 
Morocco has caused some sufprise here. 

In an announcement regarding Marshal 
Pétain’s mission, he states that he will ensure 
the best utilisation of the reinforcements, and 
will confer. with Marshal Lyautey on all the 
steps to be taken ‘to ensure victory for the 
French arms. - | 

It may be stated that Marsha! Pétain s de- 
parture is not due to any sudden, untoward 


transfer of the supreme military command 
from Marshal Lyautey to General Naulin will 
necessitate much reorganisation, and, out of 
respect for Marshal Lyautey’s rank and 
prestige, it is natural that the French Go- 
vernment should have deputed Marshal 
Pétain, the French Generalissimo, to carry 
out this somewhat delicate task. 

Interviewed in the station before his de- 
parture, General Naulin said that he was 
aware of the gravity of the situation in 
Moroceo, but that he had absolute confidence 
in the final result. 

The report of the surrender of a French 
post at Rihana, south of Sheshuan, is not 
officially confirmed, but no denial has been 
issued. The incident, if true, emphasises the 
French need of reinforcements. According to 
the latest despatches from Morocco, Abdel 
Krim is continuing his offensive in the direc- 
tion of Fez, but the French are holding the 
Riffians, whose casualties are said here to be 
heavy.—(Reuter.)

SEQUEL TO SUGGESTED 
AMNESTY.

There are remarkable developments in the 
political situation, details of which I cabled 
yesterday, following upon the announcement 
ment that the King of Italy will issue a 
general amnesty on August 6.

I am also informed that the King’s failure 
to heed the request. which is basked by every 
party except the Fascists, will result in a 
serious revision of the relations of these five 
parties to the constitution of Italy. 

One leading member confirmed the general 
interpretation that the .‘! revisior. of rela:

will enter into a movement to establish a 
republic in Italy. : 

he climax is now reached in the thirteen 
months’ battle to bring the assassins of 
Deputy Matteotti to trial. The group of the 
five political partées which signed the Te 
to the King want the trial held, not so much 
because they desire the assassins given a

NO-POWER TO SETTLE THE

A grave conflict has broken out betweeu 
the Pangalos Government and the League o:

Recently the Greek newspapers published 
accusationg. against functionaries of the Relief 
Commission, charging that frauds had been 
committed: ta connection with the English and 
American contributions to the. refugees fund. 
With the formation of a new Greek Govern- 
ment, Fremier Pangalos has now suddenly 
ordered. an inquiry into these charges As 
soon as the news that this inquiry had been 
ordered ‘was published, thet Commission pro- 
tested, arguing that the Government is not 
entitled to interfere, and threatening to 
abandén Greece. if the inquiry is not 
suppressed. The relief for the refugees would 
thereby be cut off. 

Premier Pangalos declared to your Cor 
respondent to-day. that his investigations to 
date disclose’ that a big embezzlement had 
actually occurred in connection with the con- 
tributions, and he, does not believe that Great 
Britain or America will agree to hush up 
crimes from which the refugees will be the 
victims. M.. Pangalos says that he cannot 
stop the Commission from cutting off relief 
for the refugees, but declares that he will not 
agree to the supression of the inquiry.

CHINESE ALLEGATIONS.

SHANGHAI, 

The Chinese claim that the Shanghai 
municipal authority pays its officials the 
highest salaries in any city of the world— 
and they are all British officials. This is 
one of the chief points raised by the 
Chinese during the course of the negotia- 
tions with the diplomatic body regarding 
the settlement of the Shanghai trouble, 
the Chinese objecting strongly to. what 
they call exorbitant salaries paid to these 


officials. 

Following yesterday s breakdown of the 
negotiations for a settlement, private un- 
official negotietions have been entered into 
by the British, American and Chinese 
Chambers of Commerce here, in the hope of 
finding a way out of the deadlock, and getting 
the Shanghai trouble settled so that the 
strike can be called off. 


SOME SALARIES. 

Apropos of the Chinese complaint regard- 
ing the exorbitant salaries, an inspection of 
the Budget shows that the following salaries 
are paid :— 

‘ommander-CGeneral—20,000 dollars. 

Head of the Municipal Electricity De- 
partment—20,000 dollars. 

Police Chief—14,000 dollars. 

Secretary of the Council—12,000 dollars. 

Fire Chief—11,000 dollars. 

Revenue Department. Head—11,000 dols. 

Superintendent of the Streets and Parks 

—6, dollars. 

In addition to these salaries, each of these 
officials receives an allowance providing for 
retirement after a period of years, while they 
also have among their appurtenances of office 
a free motor car and motor boat each. 

Although the city is supposed to be inter- 
national, the Chinese call attention to the 
fact that all the best posts are held by English- 
men.

LTHOUGH it was prepared last 

February, the intertm report of the 
Sub-Committee of the Free State Roads 
Advisory Committee which inquired into 
“ the present system of taxation of road 
vehicles, and any alternatives thereto, the 
issue of licences and any other matters 
appertaining thereto,’’ was not issued for 
publication until last night.

THE SPECIFICATION. 

Discussing the possibility of a tax on petrob 
the Sab-Committee says that the generally 
accepted definition of motor spirit is ‘‘ any 
inflammable hydrocarbon or mixture of 
hydrocarbons capable of being used for pro 
viding reasonably efficient motive power for # 
motor vehicle. It believes that a specification

THE FRONTIER PROBLEM. 

Dealing with the point that if there is # 
difference in the method of taxation as 
ketween the Free State and Northern Ireland 
it may be difficult to arrange any reciprocas 
recognition of the motor vehicle licences 
issued in their respective territories the sub- 
committee says— i 

“ This is an objection very hard to meet, 
but it is considered that the advantages of a 
petrol tax to the great majority of the motor- 
Ing community in the country should out- 
weigh the disadvantages of the tax to the 
small minority who will be inconvenienced 
by this objection. 

“Tt is admitted that it will be necessary for 
a motorist entering the Free State to declare 
the amount of spirit in the tank of the car, 
but if, say two galions, be permitted to come 
in free, apart from the slight inconvenience 
caused, thare should be no objection to this, 
but we are informed that it may be necessary 
to restrict further the hours of exit and 
entry. This, though regrettable, does not 
seem a sufficient reason for rejecting the pro- 


posal 
NO REBATES. 

“In view of the very small proportion of 
the total amount of petrol imported into the 
Free State which is used for other purposer 
than that of propelling a motor vehicle, and 
having regard to the difficulty of distinguish 
ing the petrol used for those purposes by firms 
or persons who are presumably using it aise 
in their private and/or commercial vehicles, 
the Sub-Committee are of opinion that no re 
bates or permits should be allowed. The 
same remarks apply to the use of petrol fot 
lighting purposes. The only possible excep 
tion to this decision is in the case of persons 
using petrol in motor boats, especially fisher- 
men. In this case a slight hardship might be 
imposed if a rebate were not allowed, but. 
on the other hana, it shouid be remembered 
that the number of persons, and the quantity 
of spirit concerned, will be small, and that 
as the duty collected is for the specified pur 
pose of road improvement, it will thereby 
contribute to the general benefit in a matter 
which is one of the most urgent needs of the 
country at present.” 

EVASION. | 

Dealing with the possibility of evadin the 
tax by the mixing of paraffin with petrol, the 
Committee: points oat that the saving to the 
motorist at the most would not exceed 2jd. a 
gallon, and this would not compensate him 
for the reduced efficiency of the engine. There- 
fore, there would be no inducement to eva- 
sion. i 

“The one possible opening tor serious 
evasion which it appears to the Sub-Com- 
mittee ought to be guarded against is the 
possibility of heavy motor vehicles, the 
engines of which are run at & relatively 
constant speed, being constructed or adapted 
to burn kerosene by means of a vaporiser. 
To the best of our belief, no vaporiser has 
heen devised that is satisfactory for this 
purpose, but it might be regarded as a pos 
U bility of the future. i 

‘To meet this the Sub-Committee suggest 
that the declaration form for the taking out, 
or renewal, of the annual licence should in- 
clude a declaration that the engine 1s not 
áo constructed, or so fitted with a special 
contrivance as will enable it to work 
efficiently on fuel which is wholly or mainly 
other than the spirit which is ordinarily sold 
and dutiable as motor spirit or petrol at the 
time when the declaration was made, and 
that, in the event of any alteration or addi- 
ticn to the vehicle for the purpose, a new 
declaration must be made. 

“The Minister should have power to 
schedule, from time to time, special types 
of engine design or contrivances, which would 
he deemed to fall within the above definition. 
A vehicle in respect of which the declaration 
could not be mada should be placed in a 
special class, and might either be taxed 
specially by weight, or might be subject to 
special regulations as to the purchase and 
storing of the actual fuel used, the returns 
of the fuel consumed, and the payment of a 
special duty thereon."’ 
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HORSE-DRAWN VEHICLES. 

The Sub-Committee says that the direct im- 
bite of a tax on wn véehicles 
would be eostly and difficult to collect, It 
tonsiders that better results would be ole 
bained by a limitation of the damage done 
by this class of vehicle, and recommends 
Yegulations as to width of tyres to be used. 

he Sub-Committee considers that the roads 


us they are at present and are likely to be, 


lor some years are unfit to carry the present 
legal maximum loads. It recommends, there- 
fore, that thé maximum laden weight for 
motor vehicles not yet used should be 9 tons. 
In the case of vehicles already in use with 
a greater maximum laden weight than 9 tons 
arrangements could be made to allow them 
continue under special licence at special 
charges. 

Speed is a very important factor governing 
the destruction of roads, and, therefore, the 
Sub-Committee says, strict enforcement of the 
regulations is essential if the roads in the 
Irish Free State are to be kept in a reasonable 
eondition,

RIVAL IRISH INSURANCE 
COMPANIES. 


When the case of the Irish National Assur- 
ance Company, Ltd., and the Catholic Life 
and General Assurance Company, L 
versus Andrew Donnan and fourteen other 
defendants, was called in the Lancashire Chan- 
cery Court, at Liverpool, on Thursday, terms 
of settlement were announced. 

The plaintiffs had applied for an injunction 
to restrain the defendants from making state- 
ments and taking steps that were calculated 
to injure their business. 

Reciting the facts of the case, counsel stated 
that the Irish National Assurance Company, 
Ltd., was incorporated on May 12th, 1919, for 
the purpose of carrying on the business of 
ordinary and industrial assurance. At the 
time of the passing of the Irish Free State 
Constitution Act, 1922, the premium income of 
the company was £25,000 a year from indus- 
trial policies issued outside the Irish Free 
State. Under the Industrial Assurance Act, 
1923, industrial business in the United King- 
dom can only be carried on by a company 
registered in the United Kingdom, and, upon 
the passing of this Act, the plaintiff company 
ceased to be entitled to carry on industrial 
assurance business in this country, but for the 
time being Irish insurance companies were 
allowed to continue to collect premiums from 
policy-holders in Great Britain, but not to 
commence new business. 

The Catholic Life and General Assurance 
Company, Ltd., was, therefore, promoted by 
the Irish National Assurance Company to take 
over its industrial business outside the “Irish 
Free State, and an agreement for that purpose 
was made between the two companies. 

The first defendant was the former divisional 
manager of the plaintiff companies, and the 
other defendants were the former Liver 
manager and superintendent, and various 
former agents of the plaintiff companies. 

Last May the Nation Life and General As- 
surance Company was formed to carry on in- 
dustrial assurance business, and to take over 
the industrial assurance business of a similar 
company established in the Irish Free State, 
and called the New Ireland Assurance Com- 
pany, Ltd., and all the defendants had entered 
its service in similar capacities. 

The plaintiff companies alleged that the de- 
fendants had improperly endeavoured to trans- 
fer business from the plaintiff companies to 
the Nation Company, and that, for this pur- 
pose, they had made statements defamatory 
of the financial position of the plaintiff com- 
anes,

A sum of £18,000 damages was awarded 
to Mrs. Eileen Oonah Mary Pentland, the 
widow of an Irish doctor, and her two 
children, aged seven and six years, by a 
special jury in the King’s Bench Division, 
London, yesterday, for the death of her 
husband, Dr. Charles James Pentland, who 
was killed in London on December 2ist 
last year. 

Dr. Pentland was standing on the steps 
of his house in Gower street, London, 
when a motor lorry and a motor car 
collided, and he was killed instantly. His 
widow sought damages from the owners 
of both vehicles—J. H. Dewhurst, Ltd., 
butchers, west Smithfield, and a firm 
called Jiéste, Great Portland street, blouse 
manufacturers. Both defendants denied 
negligence. 


WARNED TO CLEAR OUT. 

Dr.. Pentland was an M.D. of Dublin Uni- 
versity ,and for a time was Resident Surgeon 
in Steevens’ Hospital, Dublin, and afterwards 
Medical Officer of Rowan Dispensary Dis- 
trict, County Leitrim. 

According to Mr, C, Doughty, K.C., who 
opened the case for the plaintiff, D-. Pent- 
land had succeeted his father in practice in 
County Leitrim. He there held valuable ap- 
pointments in connection with the police and 
military, and was ‘making quite a large in- 
come. One night he was warned that he 
had better ' clear out,’’ and upon a further 
warning, which came from the British 
authorities, he ‘‘cleared out ” and went to 
London with what he stood up in, and with 
his wife and family. By the aid of friends 
he scraped together enough money to pur- 
chase a practice at 15 GoWer street. He 
pé £2, for the housé and practice, anil 

e had spent another £2,000 on the property. 

On the morning of the accident he was 
standing on his doorstep, talking to his 
brother-in-law whi waiting for a friend to 
take him in a motor car to Watford, where 
he usually played golf. Suddenly a motor 
lorry coming up Gower street at an exces- 
sive speed collided with a covered saloon 
car which was crossing from Keppel street 
to Store street. The lorry took a left-hand 
course, went over the pavement and pinned 
Dr. Pentland against a pillar. One of his 
legs was torn from his body, which was 
crasned almost to a pulp. e lorry was 
finally brought to a standstill outside 21 
Gower street, 67 feet from Dr. Pentland's 
house. The other car appeared to have 
bounced off and skidded back on to the off- 
side of the road. It came to a standstill 18 
feet away. For the last four years Dr. 
Pentland had been making £2,000 a year. 


WIDOW'S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Pentland, the plaintiff, said that she 
was married on November 20, 1916, at 
Coulsdon, Surrey. She was 51 years of age. 
Her husband was medical officer to the police 
and the military in the County of Leitrim.

The Chief Justice remarked that he had a 
communication before him which showed that 
Mr. Carroll was something of a politician and 
a member of a political organisation. He 
wanted it to be distinctly understood that 
these appointments were not political appoint- 
ments and that political considerations did 
not enter into them.. The applicant in this 
case put in as a recommendation that he was 
a member of the Cumann na nGaedheal, 

Mr.. Comyn—He seems to distribute his 
favours. (Laughter.) He has a knowledge of 
Irish and is studying Irish. 

Chief Justice—That is more common ground. 

Observing that both applicants were 
solicitors’ clerks, the Chief Justice asked why 
it was that the solicitors themselves did not 
apply for these appointments. 

Mr. Comyn said that it was because the 
solicitors were frequently long distances away 
from the district and were not then available. 

The Chief Justice said that where there 
were solicitors available who could have these 
appointments he was not going to appoint 
solicitors’ assistants. He did not understand, 
either, why the District Court clerk should 
come in supporting candidates for a position 
that he himself could hold. It seemed as if 
they had this thing fixed up among them- 
selves. He was not going to appoint solicitors’ 
assistants when there were two solicitors who 
could fill the position, and, above all, he was 
not going ‘to appoint an assistant who claimed 
the appointment on political grounds. He 
certainly would not listen to it. People did 
not seem to realise the responsibility of these 
appointments. These appointments had a re- 
sponsibility that was open to abuse, against 
which he must guard very carefully. He 
refused the applications.

STRUCK OFF THE ROLL. 


The Chief Justice made an order, on the 
application of Mr. Blood, K.C. (instructed by

poreies Law Society, striking the name of 

r. Charles P. O'Neill off the roll of solicitors. 

Mr. Nolan-Whelan, who appeared for Mr. 
O'Neill, asked for an adjournment on the 
ground that the solicitor himself would be 
available in November, and then would be in 
a position to get the facts together and place 
them more effectively and thoroughly before 
his lordship. 

Mr. Blood said that the application was 
made on the ground that the solicitor had 
been convicted and sentenced to be imprisoned 
for nine months. The affidavit of Mr. Wakely 
stated that on the 15th May, 1925, Charles 
O'Neill was convicted for four separate in- 
dictable offences, all of the same nature, for 
the conversion to his own use and benefit four 
distinct sums—substantial sums—of money, 
and sentence was pronounced of nine months’ 
imprisonment in each offence, the sentences to 
run concurrently.

He (the 
Chief Justice) said that he had read the 
transcript of the evidence given at the trial, 
where Mr. O'Neill's case was gone into and 
an ingenious and powerful defence was made 
for him by Mr. Whelan, which left nothing 
that could be desired as a matter of defending 
the prisoner. His cuse came afterwards before 
the Court of Criminal Appeal, when the entire 
record and transcript of the evidence and of 
the judge's charge were examined. No defect 
was found there, and no reason why the 
sentence should either be set aside or modified. 
For the honour of the solicitors’ profession 
and the protection of the public, he could not 
allow Mr. O’Neill’s name to remain on the 
roll either by adjourning this case or making 
an order of suspension. Consequently he must 
make the order which was asked for—that 
Mr. O'Neill's name be struck off the roll of 
solicitors.

IMPORTANT DUBLIN CASE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In the Bankruptcy Court, in a case entered 
to show cause against adjudication, which 
turned out to be the case of William Joseph 
Reade, of No. 1 Kenilworth road, Rathgar, 
Co. Dublin, poplin manufacturer, of 115 and 
116 Cork street, Dublin, who had been made 
a bankrupt on the petition of the Attorney- 
General for the Free State in respect of 
arrears of taxes on excess profits, amounting 
to £7,758 12s., for the years 1917-18-19 and 
1920, the year ending in each case on 3lst 
December, 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Tobias (instructed by Messrs. Collins and 
Son), appeared on behalf of the bankrupt to 
show cause against the adjudication. The 
case, he said, was one of very great import- 
ance, having regard to the points that were 
raised in it, 

Mr. Justice Johnston—What is the act of 
bankru ie! 

Mr. el tt—The act of bankruptcy is the 
seizure and sale by the Sheriffs of the City 
and County of Dublin at the suit of the 
petitioning creditor, the Attorney-General ; 
and that matter I would like to deal with 
later on, because this is the first instance, so 
far as this Court is concerned, where seizure 
and execution at the suit of a petitioning 
creditor himself has been relied on as an act 
of bankruptcy. The first question that arose 
in this case, which was one of great im- 
portance, was whether a petitioner was 
entitled to come to that Court and claim to be 
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| tanen to the Provisional Government, and 
then to the Free State Government, to be 
exercised within one year. They were to have 
done a particular thing—namely, collect these 
arrears—within a rticular specified time, 
and they had not done it within that time. 
The specified period for collecting the arrears 
had been allowed to pass without any steps 
having been taken for the purpose, and they 
could not take proceedings now to collect 
these arrears. 

When the Court was about to adjourn, 

Mr. Eugene Collins, solicitor, said that it 
was of most vital importance to this man, 
and his future depended upon it, that 


material should be found to fight his case 
for him. His assets were in the hands of 
the official assignee, and he appealed to the 

titioning creditors that they should allow 

tr. Reade sufficient out of the assets to 
enable him to carry on 

Mr. McCann said that he could not agree 
to any such proposal. 

Mr. Jellett—Il cannot help suggesting to 
my fmend that this is a matter of vital im 
portance to the Free State to have decided. 

Mr, Justice Johnston said that he did not 
think that ke had power to make such an 
order, but he certainly would recommend the 
representatives of the Attorney-General to 
bring the matter to the notice of the At- 
torney-General and make sympathetic repre- 
sentations to him en behalf of Mr. Reade. 

Mr. McCann—We will bring the matter 
before the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—I do think, as it is 
a matter of serious importance to both parties, 
the Attorney-General might do something in 
the way of allowing some part of this man’s 
assets for the purpose of fighting this point. 

Mr. Collins—I do not ask anything except 
counsel’s fees. I do not ask anything for my- 
self at all. 

Mr. Blood, K.C., said that he held a 
watching brief on behalf of Mr. W: P. 
McCabe, who was in the position that he 
bought the stock-in-trade at the Sheriff a 
sale up to a certain point, and also indemnu:- 
fied the official assignee, out of friendship to 
Mr. Reade, to have the trade carried on so 
as not to have people thrown out of employ- 
ment. 

The official assignee said that if his lordship 
left it to him to use his discretion, he would 
take it upon himself to make an allowance,
